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Council finances take a hit after scheme introduced

DUDLEY Council’s finances 
have taken a half-a-million 
pound hit following the intro¬ 
duction of free parking. 

Figures show the authority’s earnings 
plunged from around £1.27 million to £725,000 
in the space of a year. 

Borough leaders introduced two hours’ free 
parking on council-run car parks in a bid to 
bring more shoppers into town centres and 
boost businesses. But the move has seen the au¬ 
thority lose out on a substantial chunk of cash. 

Figures released following a Freedom of In¬ 
formation request by the Chronicle’s sister 
publication The Express & Star showed the au¬ 
thority made £725,974 from parking charges in 
2017/18 - down from £1,276,765 the previous 
year and £1,329,990 in 2015/16. Money made 
from parking fines dropped during the 12- 
month period. The council made £439,568 from 
penalty charge notices in 2017/18 compared to 
£543,892 in 2016/17. 

Publicity 

Bosses at the Conservative-controlled council 
accepted they would take a hit financially when 
launching the offer but insisted it was the right 
thing to do for shoppers and businesses. How¬ 
ever, the move was labelled a ‘publicity stunt’ 
by opposition councillor Hilary Bills. 

The top streets, where drivers are most 
likely to be fined, were also revealed with Cas¬ 
tle Street in Dudley the borough’s parking fine 
hotspot. Next was High Street, Dudley, fol¬ 
lowed by High Street, Stourbridge, High Street, 
Pensnett and Stone Street, Dudley. 

Council leader Patrick Harley said: “The 
free parking has reduced income to the council. 
However introducing free parking was about 
increasing footfall and boosting trade for our 
local town centres to help them thrive and not 
use the motorist as a cash cow. 

“We are the only council in the West Mid¬ 
lands to introduce such a scheme, it has been 
hugely welcomed by both traders and shoppers 
and we firmly believe it will help to rejuvenate 
our much-loved high streets. 

“I would always advise shoppers wanting 
longer stays to make use of the two hours’ free 
parking at our town centre car parks. Parking 
restrictions serve an important purpose in en¬ 
suring our roads are safe and free flowing.”

Driver admits to 
causing Ellie death 

A MOTORIST has admitted causing the 
death of a young woman who fell from the 
bonnet of his car as he drove around a su¬ 
permarket car park. 

Ellie Underhill, aged 20, of Shearwa¬ 
ter Drive, Brierey Hill, lost her fight for life 
eight days after the fall from a moving silver 
Corsa outside the Tesco 
Extra store in Burnt Tree, 

Dudley, on Boxing Day 
2016. 

Luke Hickman, of Was- 
sell Road, Wollescote, 

Stourbridge, had been 
accused of her man¬ 
slaughter but the Crown 
Prosecution Service has 
now agreed to allow the 
charge to lie on file. The 19-year-old also 
pleaded guilty to dangerous driving a few 
days later, and to perverting the course of 
justice. 

The police were not made aware of the 
incident until a week later on the victim’s 
death in Russells Hall Hospital from head 
injuries. 

Three others - 21-year-old Ross Bing¬ 
ham, of Hagley Road, Edgbaston, Elly 
Phillips, of Seymour Road, Wollescote and 
Hana Edwards, of Grove Road, Wollescote, 
both 19 - have admitted conspiracy to per¬ 
vert the course of justice and were due to 
be sentenced at Stoke-on-Trent Crown 
Court on Tuesday. 

A family tribute described Ellie as ‘a bub¬ 
bly, lively girl’.

Surge in call-outs for 
air ambulance crew 


THE Midlands Air Ambulance 
attended 23 per cent more mis¬ 
sions in the last year, than in the 
previous year, as well as attend¬ 
ing its 50,000th mission in March. 

Trauma and accidental incidents 
rose overall, reaching 1,749, of which 
736 were road crashes. 

Vehicle collisions were up 20 per cent 
compared to 2016/17 and the increase in 
incidents has prompted a call for more sup¬ 
port for the service which does not receive 
any government funding. 

Stabbings and violent crime were also re¬ 
sponsible for the rise in call-outs - account¬ 
ing for almost seven per cent of missions 
throughout the year. 

Motorcyclists and horse riders are among 
the most common victims in need of assis¬ 
tance from air ambulance crews. On aver¬ 
age, the Midlands Air Ambulance, which 
is based at Cosford, near Wolverhampton, 
now airlifts a biker every three days, and a 
horse rider every four days. 

Support 

And with call-outs rising by nearly a 
quarter, leaders say the need for the pub¬ 
lic’s support is greater than ever. 

Ian Roberts, air operations manager for 
Midlands Air Ambulance Charity, said: 
“It’s clear from these statistics that the 
need for the support of the critical care 
paramedics and doctors on board our hel¬ 
icopters is higher than ever, which is why 
we are constantly looking to improve our 
operational and clinical services to ensure 
we can keep saving lives every day. 

“The skilled aircrew, together with 
state-of-the-art equipment and helicopters, 
ensure a patient’s chances of survival are 
vastly increased, but in order to stay op¬ 
erational we need to raise in excess of £9 
million each year. 

“Thankfully, the general public and local 
businesses across the six counties we cover 
do an amazing job every year to raise funds 
for the charity.”

Inside the Ambulance is filmed in 
Dudley and Willenhall by the am¬ 
bulance crews themselves, using 
GoPro cameras mounted to crew 
members and throughout their 
ambulances so viewers can get a 
unique perspective of their work. 


The 10-episode series, airing on 
digital TV channel W began on 
Monday, and features the crews’ 
response to medical emergencies, 
as well as a number of lighter mo¬ 
ments. 

Paramedic Laura Hickman, who 
has featured on the show since the 
second series, said: “I think it’s 
great, it’s a real eye-opener on the 
different types of jobs we go on on 


a daily basis. Alot of us do four 12- 
hour shifts a week so we are a real 
family. ” 

The documentary shines a light 
on the trials and tribulations of the 
ambulance service, Mrs Hickman 
added: “It’s a great show, it shows 
we are human, some people think 
we are robotic but we are human. 
Some jobs affect us but we keep 
smiling away.” 


Disqualified 
driver jailed 
after hitting 
pedestrian 

A MAN has been jailed for 14 months af¬ 
ter admitting causing serious injury to a 
woman when driving while disqualified. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard 
Brodwen Partridge was badly hurt fol¬ 
lowing a collision with a Vauxhall Zafira 
driven by Wayne Gloster in Bunns Lane, 
Dudley, on November 24 last year. 

The victim suffered two fractures, in¬ 
cluding one to her pelvis, and she was in 
a wheelchair for a few months. 

Gloster, 43, of French Road, Dudley, 
also admitted having no insurance and 
failing to stop at an earlier hearing. 

Prosecuting, Sati Ruck, said: “The vic¬ 
tim stepped into the road and got about 
halfway when she was hit by the car. 

“The defendant got out of the vehicle 
and approached her, before driving off. 
A witness followed the defendant to a 
driveway, where he was in a property 
shouting for a pillow for the victim. 

“The witness offered him a lift back, 
but he said he would walk, but was not 
seen again.” 

Defending, Steven Bailey, said: “This 
is not a man hiding from responsibility 
of what he has done.” 

Judge Dean Kershaw sentenced him 
to 14 months in prison for causing se¬ 
rious injury whilst driving disqualified. 
He was sentenced for five months for 
driving while disqualified, to run con¬ 
currently, and banned from driving for 
67 months. 

Last-gasp buyer 
for Poundworld 

POUNDWORLD has been rescued in a 
last-minute deal - but only a small num¬ 
ber of stores are expected to be saved. 

Dublin retailing family, the Hender¬ 
sons, who opened Ireland’s original 
Poundworld store in 1984, have agreed a 
bid for the UK firm. All of Poundworld’s 
stores are now closed as planned but the 
family will begin to reopen some after 
the deal is rubber-stamped. It is not yet 
known if any of those in the Midlands 
are affected by the deal. 

Banches in Merry Hill, Bloxwich and 
West Bromwich were in the first round 
of closures. The remaining shops in the 
Black Country include two in Wolver¬ 
hampton, in the Mander Centre and on 
Birmingham Road, as well as a branch 
on the Reedswood Retail Park in Wal¬ 
sall.

Comic boosts funeral funds appeal 


THOUSANDS of pounds have been donated to pay 
for the funeral costs of a much-loved teenager who 
died after a swimming tragedy while on holiday. 

Following the intervention of comedian Jason 
Manford, the online fundraiser for 16-year-old 
Blake Ward, from Dudley, has reached in excess of 
£12,000, more than double its initial £5,000 target. 

The comic, who heads a group of anonymous do¬ 
nors dubbed the Charity Ninjas, shared the story 
of the Hillcrest School and Community College stu¬ 
dent’s death on his Facebook page. 

Before the comedian became involved, the total 
on the GoFundMe page was at £1,860, but has since 
shot up to a total of £12,268. 

One of the biggest donations has come from the 


Year 11 pupil’s former school friends who organised 
a charity football match at The Portway in Oldbury. 

Scores of people attended - including one of 
Blake’s teachers, who interrupted a family holiday 
to be there. 

The match realised £943 through a bucket collec¬ 
tion, tombola and cake sale. 

His girlfriend Stephanie Ray, who set up the Go¬ 
FundMe page, said: “I’m just speechless, I can’t 
thank you all enough. It’s brought me to tears to 
see so many people come and watch the match.” 

The teenager, who had moved to live in Wolver¬ 
hampton six months ago, died in hospital four days 
after being rescued from the sea at Tywyn North 
beach, west Wales, after getting into difficulties. 


Blake’s sister Libbie Sullivan also set up the Go¬ 
FundMe page with the aim of raising £5,000 for his 
funeral. The excess cash will be donated to the air 
ambulance and sea rescue charities. Last Wednes¬ 
day, family and friends gathered at Green Park, 
Kates Hill, Dudley, where Blake used to play foot¬ 
ball, for a balloon release in celebration of his life. 

Hillcrest School principal April Garratt said: 
“Blake was a wonderful young man. It is such a 
tragedy when a young life is taken especially in 
these circumstances.” 

She said that staff would be on hand to support 
pupils on August 23 when they turned up to collect 
their GCSE results. 



LABOUR leader Jeremy Corbyn has 
called for an investigation MP Ian 
Austin to be dealt with as quickly as 
possible - but refused to back his 
deputy Tom Watson in calling for 
the inquiry to be dropped. 

Dudley North MP Mr Austin is facing 
possible suspension from the party after 
an internal inquiry was launched into 
his behaviour during a heated argument 
with chairman Ian Lavery over tackling 
anti-semitism. 

The investigation should be dropped, accord¬ 
ing to West Bromwich East MP Mr Watson, 
who has said the party will be unfit for gov¬ 
ernment if urgent action is not taken to deal 
with the issue. 

But Mr Corbyn, on a visit to Walsall, said: 
“A complaint has been received, it is being in¬ 
vestigated and I think it should be left to be 
investigated and dealt with, but hopefully as 
quickly as possible. I don’t want these things 
hanging around.” 

Conduct 

An internal inquiry into Labour MP Mar¬ 
garet Hodge - launched by the party after she 
called Mr Corybn ‘an antisemite and a racist’ 
in the House of Commons - was dropped. Her 
comments were made after the party intro¬ 
duced a new code of conduct adopted from the 
International Holocaust Remembrance Alli¬ 
ance, which excluded several examples. 

A review of the code is now being carried out. 

Last week, Mr Watson said the ongoing argu¬ 
ments over anti-semitism within the party will 
mean it will ‘disappear into a vortex of eternal 
shame and embarrassment’ if they were not 
ended. 

Mr Corbyn said: “I want us to move on and 
want us to be in a place where the party is quite 
clear we don’t accept anti-semitism in any form 
whatsoever. 

“I don’t want cases hanging around. If an ob¬ 
jection or complaint is made it should be inves¬ 
tigated quickly from the point of view of those 
who made the complaint and those subject of 
the complaint.”

Number of weekly 
pub closures static 

THE number of pubs closing every 
week has remained at around 18 amid 
evidence that more people are choos¬ 
ing to drink at home, according to a 
new report. 

There were 476 closures in the first 
six months of the year across the UK, 
13 more than in the last six months 
of 2017, said the Campaign for Real 
Ale (Camra). 

There were more than 60 pub clo¬ 
sures a week in the North West and 
South East this year, with more than 
50 in Greater London and the South 
West. Camra also reported that four 
out of five people had experienced a 
local pub closure in the past five years. 

Most positive over 
dealings with GP 

MOST patients are positive about 
their GP experience, a survey of al¬ 
most 760,000 people has found. 

Almost half of respondents de¬ 
scribed their overall experience of 
their practice as very good, while 37.6 
per cent said it was fairly good. 

Two thirds of patients who asked 
for a same-day appointment got one, 
the GP Patient Survey 2018 found, 
and 61.6 per cent managed to see their 
GP when they wanted or sooner. 

However, around a third of patients 
who wanted to see a GP but found 
their practice was closed said they 
ended up going to A&E. 

House price rise 
bucks forecasts 

HOUSE prices grew faster than ex¬ 
pected in July, hitting a record high 
as pressure on household finances be¬ 
gins to ease, according to Halifax. 

The annual pace of house price 
growth rose 3.3 per cent, smashing 
economists’ forecasts for a 2.6 per cent 
increase, and helping average prices 
hit a new record high of £230,280. 

The figure compares with the 1.8 
per cent rise recorded in June and 
represents the largest increase since 
last November. 

Shortage of skilled 
workers now worse 

THE shortage of skilled workers is 
getting worse, with most organisa¬ 
tions now having problems recruiting 
suitably qualified staff. 

The recruitment process is also tak¬ 
ing longer, making it more expensive 
for firms to hire employees, say the 
Open University.Three out of five 
business leaders believe skills short¬ 
ages have worsened over the past year.

THE Institute of Cast Metal Engineers has moved 
its headquarters to the new National Foundry 
Training Centre in Dudley Port, Tipton. 

The ICME is the professional body for people in¬ 
volved in the casting, foundry pattern-making and 
associated industries.

Getting tough on bikers 
who rip up green spaces

COUNCIL chiefs are slamming 
the brakes on motorbikes and 
quad bikes being driven irre¬ 
sponsibly on green spaces in 
Dudley. 

Dudley Council are implementing 
a Public Spaces Protection Order 
(PSPO) across the borough. 

The order will now give police and local 
authority officers more powers to tackle 
what has become a growing problem. It 
comes after numerous complaints from 
residents about noise nuisance, damage 
to land and fear of injury. 

Councillor Karen Shakespeare, cabi¬ 
net member for environmental services, 
said: “We have received a very positive 
response from our consultation and we 
now intend to implement the order. Our 
message is clear, we will not tolerate an¬ 
ti-social behaviour on our green spaces. 

Tranquillity 

“This initiative gives the police and 
council officers new enforcement powers 
to crack down on people who spoil the 
tranquillity of green spaces and risk the 
safety of others by irresponsibly using 
motor vehicles.” 

Problems have been reported at Fens 
Pool Nature Reserve, Mullet Park, Bar- 
row Hill Nature Reserve, Russells Hall, 
Buckpool Nature Reserve, Woodside 
Park and Marsh Park. Other areas cov¬ 
ered by the PSPO include green spaces 
at Milking Bank, Pensnett Technical 
College, Lapwood Avenue/Ketley Fields, 
and Pheasant Street will also be covered. 

The order will give police and author¬ 
ised council officers the power to issue 
fines of up to £100 for those caught using 
an unauthorised motorised vehicle on 
the named areas. Failure to pay may lead 
to prosecution and a fine of up to £1,000. 
The vehicles could also be confiscated.

£lm of council cash is 
still waiting to be spent 


NEARLY £1 million earmarked for 
local improvements across Dudley 
borough remains unspent after five 
years, it has been revealed. 

But the Dudley Council has defended 
the underspend, saying it meets regular¬ 
ly to decide how it uses Section 106 cash, 
which it obtains from planning agree¬ 
ments with developers. 

Deadlines for spending the money vary and 
can range from five to 20 years. The funds are 
collected as part of conditions imposed on de¬ 
velopers when granting planning permission 
and can be used for schools, parks and other 
community facilities. 

A freedom of information request revealed 
that Dudley Council collected £1.48 million via 
Section 106 over the last five years but spent 
only £428,000. 

Reduced 

Of the remaining £1,052,000, nearly 
£160,000 has been allocated to projects leaving 
£893,000 unused in council coffers. 

Over the same period, the authority has had 
to cut services as central government reduced 
funding. 

The council has defended how it spends and 
allocates the money. 

Councillor Ian Kettle, cabinet member for 
regeneration and enterprise, said: “It is agreed 
in advance with developers what purpose the 
Section 106 payments will be used for, and they 
remain ring-fenced for that purpose. 

“Deadlines for spending the money vary 
and can range from five to 20 years - indeed 
in some cases there is no deadline. It depends 
on the development itself and the purpose for 
which the cash is being provided. 

“Before a proposed spend we consult with 
councillors in the relevant ward, before a final 
sign-off by the relevant cabinet member. This 
is to ensure any investment adds value to the 
community and meets both local and strategic 
needs. We also have a corporate working group, 
which meets throughout the year to oversee 
the receipt, allocation and spend of Section 106 
monies.”

“The sheep has got an ear tag 
so they have traced it to a farm in 
Wales - the ear tag was from the 
original farm and he had sold the 
sheep to a farm in Clent Hills. The 
farmer from Clent Hill told the 
council that he had a lot of sheep 
stolen and this is one of the sheep 
that was stolen.”

Taxing times for 
pay-up politeness 


STILL no reply from TV Licensing on why their 
reminders have adopted a more threatening 
tone of late. In the meantime, a reader points 
out that the vehicle-tax reminder from the DVLA 
now begins: “Tax it or lose it.” First the threat, 
then the demand for money. And we pay their 
wages. I seem to remember a time when every 
communication from the Civil Service ended: “I 
remain your most obedient servant.” 

THE way things are going it’s only a matter 
of time before all these official reminders begin 
with: “Pay up or we’ll send the boys round.” 

GREAT dates in history. August 8, 2018: Brit¬ 
ain discovers the Battle of Amiens. This week’s 
wall-to-wall coverage of the centenary of the 
battle was a lesson for the nation, delivered 
rather late. 

THE problem this country’s influential liber- 
al-Left has always had with the First World War 
is that for almost 100 years the only acceptable 
narrative was one of butchery, failure, waste, 
stupidity, lions led by donkeys, Blackadder and 
Oh, What a Lovely War. So it’s a bit awkward 
having to explain to a forgetful and ignorant na¬ 
tion that Britain and her Allies, led by the same 
“donkeys” as in 1916, actually won the war in 
the summer and autumn of 1918. They did it in 
a series of fast, mobile battles, skilfully co-ordi¬ 
nating armour, artillery, air power and infantry in 
a way never seen before. The Tommies of 1918 
were proud of their victories, and we should be, 
too. 

I AM not a fan of Boris Johnson. He was a 
dismal foreign secretary and would be a monu¬ 
mentally bad prime minister. But as a commen¬ 
tator and columnist who gets the nation talking,

he is in a class of his own. And if you haven’t 
read his Daily Telegraph column on the burka, 
then do. After all the fuss and fury, you may 
expect to find a beer-hall rant, a tub-thumping 
demand for burkas to be banned.

JOHNSON’S column is a timely, considered, 
intelligent and humane plea for Britain not to fol¬ 
low Denmark and France by imposing a ban on 
all face-coverings.

She is talking to Carl in roof 
racks & camping and that sweet smile is for him, 
not you. So when you smile back, she looks at 
you as though you’re mad. One day all these 
jobs will be done by robots. I don’t think we will 
notice the difference. 

WHILE he was busy repairing a roof in a Dev¬

Where they parked wasn’t ideal but 
there was actually nowhere else nearby 
to park. 

And on another point, this was private 
parking, so there are no actual ‘laws’ per¬ 
taining to this. 

What I would like to ask Mark is how 
exactly does he think these hardworking, 
often self-sacrificing people will be able 
to drink, eat or even use the toilet if they 
have nowhere to park? 

They may not have been on an emer¬ 
gency call (you don’t exactly see a blue 
light to pick up a sandwich from Tesco’s!) 
but they’re always on stand-by for them. 

So my question to you is - how would 
you feel if you called an ambulance for 
someone you cared about, someone very 
ill, possibly dying - and it took too long 
to arrive? 

This is the reality of the situation if 
emergency workers find somewhere ‘le¬ 
gal’ to park. 

If their ambulance is parked 20 minutes 
away and they have to run back, this los¬ 
es precious time that they could be treat¬ 
ing the patient. 

And in some situations, minutes can 
mean life or death. 

Would you really begrudge an ambu¬ 
lance parking on double yellows, would 
you be willing to run that risk? 

Unfortunately these days in the current 
state of the NHS, a break doesn’t nec¬ 
essarily mean a break. If often means 
ramming a sandwich down your throat 
as fast as possible and moving on to the 
next patient. 

Our breaks are supposed to be pro¬ 
tected but be realistic, are we going to sit 
down and relax with a cup of tea or down 
it and do our job? 

It’s hard being an emergency worker. 

Please try to walk a mile in our shoes 
before you criticise. 

We are people, not super humans so 
please don’t begrudge us a quick sand¬ 
wich in between saving people’s lives.

Carer Keeley saves man from choking 


A QUICK-THINKING carer put her 
life-saving skills to the test to stop a 
man from choking to death. 

Keeley Fowkes, aged 22, used her 
newly-gained emergency first aid 
skills to the test when she saved Mar¬ 
tin Pearson, who was in her care, from 
choking. 

Keeley, who works at Oak House 
Care Home, in Netherton, was on a 
short holiday with fellow staff mem¬ 
bers and two of their service users 
when disaster stuck. 

They had gone out for dinner one 
evening, when Martin started to choke 
on his food. Keeley’s quick reactions 
helped to save the life of Mr Pearson, 
who has learning disabilities. 

She had only completed her basic 
life support training, with Endeav¬ 
our Care Training, weeks before the 
life-threatening situation. Ms Fowkes, 
from Halesowen, said: “We were out 
to dinner, Martin ordered a well-done 
steak and, after taking a bite, tried to 
talk, breathing the steak to the back 
of this throat. Initially we didn’t think 
too much of it and tried to wash it 
down with water, but he started pan¬ 
icking and his lips turned blue. All 
the training just came to me in that 
moment and I was able to perform the 
techniques we were taught in order to 
dislodge the food. 

“It was very frightening, but I think 
the adrenaline just kicked in.” Mr

Pearson, although able to work full¬ 
time, depends on the support at the 
care home. 

He said: “I’m just so grateful to 
Keeley. She knew exactly what to do 
to help me. I genuinely thought I was 
going to die.” 

In recognition for her quick and de¬ 
cisive actions, Keeley was presented 


with an award by Endeavour Care 
Training. 

Adam and Dominic Brinton-Wil- 
liams, Oak House owners, said: “It’s a 
privilege knowing you’ve got staff like 
Keeley, she’s remarkable, and fantas¬ 
tic with our service users. 

“And that goes for all our wonderful 
team, we are very proud indeed.” 


Team to block cold calls 


THE power to block cold 
calls from scammers is in the 
hands of Dudley residents 
most at risk. 

As part of a crackdown to wipe out 
financial cons in the Dudley borough, 
a scams unit has been set up by the 
council’s Trading Standards. 

It is primarily working with vulner¬ 
able residents who often find them¬ 
selves on so-called ‘sucker lists’ which 
are used by criminals to identify and 
prey on their victims. As part of its 
work the team is going into homes 


of vulnerable people who regularly 
receive cold calls from scammers and 
installing call blockers temporarily. 

This means that every time a call is 
received, the resident can press a large 
red button and that number is blocked 
and unable to call again. 

Evidence shows that within a three- 
month period, the cold calling stops 
and the potential victim essentially 
disappears from the ‘sucker lists’. 

Councillor Ruth Buttery, cabinet 
member for health and wellbeing, 
said: “It’s a big job but with incentives 
such as call blockers, we are helping 


to prevent older people being targeted. 
Since the scams unit launched more 
than five months ago, its staff have 
already visited more than 50 residents 
who have been targeted by scammers. 

“It has recovered more than £17,000 
for victims and is investigating cases 
that amount to at least £350,000 in 
losses,” Councillor Buttery added.

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"Drug abuse 
deaths soar 
over decade 

ONE person dies from drug abuse 
in the Black Country every six days, 
with the number of deaths almost 
doubling in a decade, shock new fig¬ 
ures have revealed. 

It is the same in the Stafford bor¬ 
ough, Cannock Chase and South Staf¬ 
fordshire, where deaths have trebled. 

Figures from the Office for National 
Statistics show there were 122 deaths 
in the Black Country which involved 
illegal drugs or were as a result of 
drug abuse or dependence. The fig¬ 
ures cover the two-year period be¬ 
tween 2015-2017 and are up from 73 
drug abuse deaths in 2005-2007. 

Budgets 

The borough with the highest rate 
was Walsall, where 5.1 people died 
from drug abuse per 100,000 popula¬ 
tion. This compared to 3.7 in Wolver¬ 
hampton, 3.8 in Sandwell and 3.6 in 
Dudley. 

In Stafford, Cannock Chase and 
South Staffordshire there were 165 
drug abuse deaths in 2015 to 2017, up 
from 14 in 2005 to 2007. Stafford had 
the worst rate, 5.9 drug abuse deaths 
per 100,000 people, followed by Can¬ 
nock Chase with 4.8. The national 
rate is 6.4. 

The rise in deaths come at a time 
council budgets are cutting spending 
on drug rehabilitation services.

They were dotted around, hidden in 
cupboards and sitting on coffee tables 
- with one used to prop open a door. 

The Buddhas come from China and 
Thailand and are believed to be from 
the 16th century Ming dynasty. 

They will go under the hammer at 
Stourbridge-based firm Fieldings Auc¬ 
tioneers on September 1. 

Fieldings’ Asian Art expert, Will 
Farmer, who is also an expert on 
the BBC’s Antiques Roadshow, said: 
“The couple were collectors and had 
an amazing life travelling the world 
picking up hundreds of items. 

“Out of these we found these fan¬ 
tastic Asian Buddhas that were spec¬ 
tacularly dotted all over the house. 

“The market for Asian art has 
sky-rocketed in the last 10 years. We 
expect the highest valued Buddha to 
fetch between £8,000 to £12,000. 

“Because of the rarity of the pieces 
they’re an unknown quantity and 
could reach spectacular sums.” 

The money from the auction will 
go back to the family and the estate, 
with the auction house dividing the 
300 lots between sales in September 
and October.

A FATHER and son who assaulted and racially abused a taxi 
driver have been handed suspended jail terms. The pair - 
both called Jason Deathridge - struck at a filling station 
forecourt where they had allegedly been locked in the sta¬ 
tionary cab. 

The move came amid fears they were not going to pay the fare, a 
judge was told, but it was alleged that two of the passengers may have 


suffered panic attacks. 

The two men and three females, two 
of whom were aged 13 and 14, were 
picked up from the Hasbury Conserv¬ 
ative Club in Halesowen. 

Another woman customer had been 
collected from an address in Brierley 
Hill, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard. 

Taxi driver Tanvir Dad was asked 
by her to take the group to Blackheath 
but on the way overheard conversation 
in the back of the cab that suggested 
to him the passengers were not going 
to pay when they reached the destina¬ 
tion, said Mrs Sati Ruck, prosecuting. 

Midnight 

He decided to drive back to a BP pet¬ 
rol station in Stourbridge Road which 
was illuminated and covered by CCTV 
which showed the vehicle was parked 
for six minutes without anybody get¬ 
ting out. 

Meanwhile, another taxi driver 
stopped to talk with Mr Dad through 
an open window shortly before the 
passengers started to get out at around 
midnight on December 10, 2016, the 
court was told. 

The younger Deathridge, who, like 
his father, appeared to have been 
drinking, hurled racial abuse at the 
driver whom he chased before knock¬ 
ing him to the ground where the vic¬ 
tim was kicked several times as the

48-year-old father joined in, ending 
up on top of Mr Dad as others rushed 
to end the violence. The driver suf¬ 
fered bruising to the back, shoulder 
and face. 

Mrs Ruck concluded: “Jason Death¬ 
ridge senior accepts that his son was 
shouting racial abuse and that he 
then joined his son by taking part in 
the subsequent incident.” 

Mr Anthony Cartin, representing 
the 23-year-old son, who was of previ¬ 
ous good character, said: “He is thor¬ 
oughly ashamed of his actions.” 

Mr Tom Kenning, defending the 
father, added: “The passengers were 
locked in the taxi for six minutes dur¬ 
ing which the two young women suf¬ 
fered panic attacks and became upset 
and this appears to have been the cat¬ 
alyst, but it is no excuse.” 

The father and son, both from 
Roundhills Road, Hurst Green, Hale¬ 
sowen, each admitted racially aggra¬ 
vated assault. The former was given 
an 18-month jail sentence suspended 
for 18 months with 180 hours unpaid 
work. His son was given a 16-month 
suspended sentence with 150 hours 
unpaid work. 

They must pay £300 and £200 com¬ 
pensation respectively to the victim.

Drunken husband was 
literally in the doghouse 


A HUSBAND was literally in the 
doghouse after alcohol abuse 
wrecked his nine-year marriage. 

Police found Brett Saunders hiding 
in a kennel in the back garden of the 
matrimonial home in Coseley. 

He had breached a non-molestation 
order banning him from visiting the home 
in Davies Avenue, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told. The 44-year-old, who had 
been ordered out of the property after 
assaulting his wife while drunk last Sep¬ 
tember, had got back in touch with her at 
Easter but had sent her alarming texts, 
explained Mr Howard Searle, prosecuting. 

Police were called to the house on May 
25 and found him in the dog kennel. They 
removed Saunders and sent him on his way 
but he returned four hours later, prompting 
another call for help to the officers. He was 
then arrested, and discovered to be armed 
with a knife, which he later claimed to be 
carrying for his own protection, it was said. 

The family court issued a non-molesta¬ 
tion order banning him from visiting the 
address but he was seen outside the prop¬ 
erty by a neighbour on June 27. His wife 
was not at home and police found him 
passed out in the garden. He was charged 
with breaking the terms of the court order 
and was remanded in custody for a month. 

This had done him ‘a power of good’ by 
weaning him off alcohol, said Mr Oliver 
Woolhouse, defending. The lawyer con¬ 
tinued: “He had a troubled youth but re¬ 
mained offence free for 23 years until last 
September when his drinking triggered an 
assault that led to the breakdown of his re¬ 
lationship. 

Saunders, of Old Hall Close, Amblecote, 
admitted possession of a lock knife, harass¬ 
ing his wife and breaking the terms of the 
order. He was given a nine month jail term 
suspended for two years with a 16-week 
curfew and was made subject of a restrain¬ 
ing order for three years. 

Judge Simon Ward said: “You were mak¬ 
ing a misery of your wife’s life.”

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Hunting for treasure 
and helping the police 

The life of a metal detectorist involves more than just digging up 
lost bottle tops as expert treasure finder David Dickinson reveals 


F rom helping the police, to search¬ 
ing for long-lost church windows 
or treasure, metal detectorists do 
a lot more than digging up bottle caps. 

One rare find David Dickinson came 
across recently near Wem was a silver Ro¬ 
man brooch dating back about 2,000 years, 
writes Jordan Reynolds. 

The incomplete silver Polden Hill type brooch 
was declared treasure at an inquest - and now 
half of the value will go to Mr Dickinson and half 
to the owner of the land where it was discovered. 

The 68-year-old from Wrexham has been to 
four inquests in his 40 years’ metal detecting 
and all items were declared treasure. 

“As soon as I found the brooch I knew it was 
something interesting,” he said. 

“We were in an organised group searching 
with permission of the landowner. 

“It will now go to the Treasure Valuation Com¬ 


mittee where they will decide the value of the 
treasure.” Mr Dickinson is treasurer of the Mold 
Historical Search Society. 

“We help the police if they have any prob¬ 
lems,” the former distribution manager at Hab¬ 
itat said. 

“One time a helicopter crashed in Mid Wales 
and the people on board died and we were 
asked to go and search for the pilot and his 
wife’s wedding rings for the family. 

“Fortunately we were able to find them and 
the pilot’s watch. 

“More recently we’ve been involved with St 
Padarn’s Church, Llanberis. During the civil war 
in the 1640s the windows were taken out for 
safety and had been lost and we were asked to 
try and find them around the church grounds. 
Unfortunately we didn’t find them in this case.” 

Mr Dickinson said there was a bit of a craze of 
metal detecting in the 1970s and that is how he 
first got involved. 

He said: “The machines have progressed a lot 


since then so I kept on and there’s been a bit of 
a resurgence recently. You can buy them from 
Maplins or places like that but generally they’d 
be a couple of thousand pounds. 

“Most treasure finds come from Suffolk be¬ 
cause this area wasn’t as populated as it is now, 
so we don’t find as much as others. 

“We search land before developers build 
houses in Shropshire sometimes and report an¬ 
ything to the local finds liaison officer.” 

Mr Dickinson has found a number of silver 
and gold coins near Chester in the past which 
were also declared treasure. 

“I found 42 silver coins and one gold coin in 
Huntington near Chester,” he said. 

“That was very exciting, it was one of the first 
inquests I went to.” 

Bodkin 

Mr Dickinson said the detectors can find metal 
if it is eight to 10 inches below the ground, or up 
to a foot for larger items. 

Last year a medieval silver bodkin was found 
in a field in the county, one of only two of its kind 
found in the UK. 

Chris Langston from Oswestry made the dis¬ 
covery while metal detecting on agricultural land 
and it has now been declared treasure by the 
British Museum. 

The silver bodkin needle, also worn as a hair 
pin, is believed to date back to the 16th to 17th 
century. 

Mr Langston’s latest find has spurred him into 
launching a new business, specialising in metal 
detecting holidays in the area. 

Another detectorist, David Franklin, dug up 
more than a dozen silver coins dating back to 
the time of Henry VIII last year. 

The coins were found on land near to Ludlow. 

The Mold Historical Search Society visits 
groups to do talks for free or to raise money for 
chosen charities.

Demands for 
public inquiry 
over grant

THE chief executive of Shrop¬ 
shire Council has rejected calls 
for a public inquiry into the cir¬ 
cumstances of an £80,000 grant 
to a football club. 

Councillor Alan Mosley, leader of 
Shropshire Council’s Labour group, 
and his deputy, Councillor Harry Tay¬ 
lor, had written to Clive Wright and 
council leader Councillor Peter Nut¬ 
ting saying an independent investiga¬ 
tion was now needed to clear the air 
about money given to The New Saints 
of Oswestry Town FC (TNS) in 2012. 

Shropshire Council says the grant was 
given on condition that the money was paid 
back by the club in the form of grants to 
Oswestry Town Council, but only £10,000 
was actually repaid. 

Last week the full findings of the coun-

cil’s own internal inquiry were revealed 
, which said it was not clear whether the 
failure to recover the money was ‘by design 
or accident’, and that at least EIGHT op¬ 
portunities to claim the money back had 
been missed. 

It also revealed that crucial computer 
files had been ‘inadvertently wiped’. 

The council’s Labour group has now writ¬ 
ten to chief executive Mr Wright saying it is 
now time for an independent figure to probe 
the matter more thoroughly. 

Group leader Councillor Mosley said: 
“We’ve called for an independent inquiry 
after listening to unprecedented and grow¬ 
ing demands from local residents who want 
the truth on the so called ‘legacy grant’ to 
TNS. 

“The public standing of Shropshire 
Council risks sinking further unless this 
whole affair, and associated issues are in¬ 
vestigated independently. Even the internal 
audit report raises the question of whether 
the lack of efforts to reclaim the money was 
due to ‘design or accident’. I want to know 
if it was by design or accident.”

Councillor Mosley said he was also con¬ 
cerned that a council official who prepared 
an invoice asking the club to repay £32,000 
in 2014 was told to “hold until next week 
before doing anything please.” 

But Mr Wright said that while some 
members of the council had made allega¬ 
tions of wrong-doing, none of them had so 
far produced any evidence to back up the 
claims. 

“There is a call from certain political par¬ 
ties, supported by some elected members, 
for an inquiry into the TNS issues,” he said. 

“However, it is the view of council senior 
officers that there is nothing to be gained 
from this and it would not be in the pub¬ 
lic interest as the chronology of events re¬ 
cording what happened are clear, the police 
have no evidence of any crime and our audit 
finds no wrongdoing.” 

Councillor Mosley said only an independ¬ 
ent investigation, with public and transpar¬ 
ent conclusions, could restore confidence in 
the council’s ability to handle major finan¬ 
cial transactions. 

“The inquiry could be led by a retired 
judge, a barrister, or a senior police officer, 
somebody who would be truly independ¬ 
ent,” he said. “It needs a completely fresh 
pair of eyes, somebody who would be able 
to conduct a more rigorous investigation in 
terms of interviewing people, rather than 
just looking at the paper trail. 

Councillor Taylor added: “Like me, many 
new councillors weren’t in office when this 
affair unfolded and many more had little to 
no knowledge of it. Yet the repercussions 
of the ongoing speculation reflects badly on 
all councillors and council officers. Only an 
independent inquiry can settle this issue.” 

TNS chairman Mike Harris insists that 
because the payment was a grant and not 
a loan, the club was under no obligation to 
repay the money. But internal emails be¬ 
tween the council and the club show that 
the council expected the money to be repaid. 

Mr Wright released a lengthy statement 
which said: “A grant of £80,000 was made 
by Shropshire Council to The New Saints 
(TNS) Football Club and this was used to 
build a new stand, thereby bringing both 
economic and community benefits. 

“As part of the conditions of the grant 
TNS were to make payments equal to the 
£80,000 of grant they received to local pro¬ 
jects to be determined by the Oswestry 
Economic Board. £10,000 was paid out to 
fund local projects but then the Oswestry 
Economic Board became dormant. The re¬ 
maining £70,000 was not paid out. The po¬ 
lice have looked into this matter and they 
can find no evidence of criminal activity.” 
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School and centre link 
up for life-saving boost

A NEW defibrillator has been 
installed outside a Dudley 
school as part of an ongoing 
project started by intu Merry 
Hill to ensure local residents 
have access to potentially 
life-saving equipment. 

Merry Hill Shopping Centre 
owners intu Merry Hill, through 
a combination of fundraising and 
donations, has generated more 
than £15,000 to allow the installa¬ 
tion of 14 defibrillators. 

The equipment has been fitted in 
local schools and community centres, 
with the most recent being at Holly 
Hall Academy, in Scotts Green Close. 

In addition, 10 members of intu 
Merry Hill staff have volunteered to 
support the FastAid Black Country 
charity, by becoming official defibrilla¬ 
tor instructors, supporting more than 
1,000 people across the region how to 
use the equipment. 

Training 

FastAid Black Country are a group 
of community first responders sup¬ 
ported by West Midlands Ambulance 
Service who work to increase the num¬ 
ber of defibrillators across the region 
as well as providing free training on 
how to use them. 

Defibrillators are the only treatment 
for sudden cardiac arrest and immedi¬ 
ate treatment can increase a patient’s 
survival by up to 70 per cent if used 
within the first three minutes. It costs 
the charity approximately £2,000 to 
install each one. 

Naomi Campbell, Community De¬ 
velopment Manager at intu Merry 
Hill, said: “The presence of a defibril¬ 
lator could be the difference between 
life and death in an emergency situ¬ 


ation, which is why it’s so important 
to ensure all members of the commu¬ 
nity have access to one. The partner¬ 
ship with FastAid Black Country first 
began when we offered our centre as 
a base for their operations and equip¬ 
ment. 

“Since then we’ve been able to do¬ 
nate both time and funds to the cause, 
supporting more than 1,000 people 
with their training and 14 additional 


defibrillators being installed across the 
region.” 

Paul Grove, FastAid Black Country 
chairman, said: “In partnership with 
West Midlands Ambulance Service, we 
aim to provide access to defibrillators 
to more than two million people across 
the Black Country and Birmingham, 
which is why support from a place like 
intu Merry Hill is vital in helping us 
carrying out our work.”

A JAZZ musician who in¬ 
spired one of Slade’s biggest 
hits has celebrated perform¬ 
ing for 50 years at a Black 
Country pub. 

Reginald Andrew Keirle, known 
as ‘Reg’ or ‘Keirley’, started play¬ 
ing piano at The Trumpet, in 
High Street, Bilston, in the sum¬ 
mer of 1968. 

The pianist was the inspiration 
behind one of Slade’s biggest hits - 
Skweeze Me Pleeze Me - after Jim Lea 
and Don Powell saw him perform on 
a Sunday night, according to Powell’s 
Look What I Dun autobiography. 

Friends and family gathered around 
Mr Keirle to celebrate the 82-year 
old’s legacy at the pub. 

Mr Keirle said: “It was a complete 
surprise to me. I thought it would be 
an ordinary Monday night but it was 
great. 

“Usually, you only get half a dozen 
in and when I went in it was packed. 

“Musicians, old friends of mine

were there - they’ve all become nice 
friends.” 

Reg started performing at the pub 
after watching Wolverhampton artist 
Tommy Burton and Dave Holmes - 
who was the first drummer to play at 
The Trumpet. 

Reg has played for free at the pub 
ever since a fateful Monday night. 

He added: “Tommy Burton was 
playing there and I went down to hear 
him and then I took over when he 
left and in the early days I was doing 
everything - including painting the 
walls just to get it going. 

“It was only three, four nights a 
week but when a landlord came he was 
determined to have jazz on every night 
of the week. 

“It was good and I played there on 
Friday once a week and there’s one 
week night - on Monday - and hardly 
anybody came along so I did it for 


nothing and I’ve been doing it ever 
since.” 

The 82-year old said he still couldn’t 
make ‘sense’ of music, but said he 
played ‘by ear’, adding: “We had a 
piano at home and as a kid I used to 
pick out the odd tune.” 

Reg said he preferred ‘traditional 
jazz’ which he could sing along to. 

He said: “I like traditional jazz in 
the style and songs as well -1 like sing¬ 
ing swing numbers. 

“I sing what I can play. If I can’t 
play it I don’t sing it. I just play by 
ear.” 

Mr Keirle’s other job was as a com¬ 
mercial artist at The Express & Star. 

Reg, who was born in Waterloo 
Road in Wolverhampton, now lives in 
Redditch with his wife Linda Clement 
Keirle and still performs at The Trum¬ 
pet every Monday night. 

He said: “Every Monday night I’m 
there at about 9.15am until 11.15pm. 

“I like beer, that’s my inspiration. I 
like the pub, the beer and I like play¬ 
ing the piano - that’s good enough for

Japanese car manufacturers are 
renowned for a love of making 
special-edition machinery, and 
Lexus is the latest to introduce 
another to its line-up with this - the 
aptly named Lexus LC Limited 
Edition. 

There’s a yellow theme for this 
variant of the sports car, which was 
first introduced in 2017. The bodywork 
is finished in an eye-catching Naples 
Yellow paint colour, which continues 
to the cabin — where the black door 
panels feature yellow Alcantara 
inserts. 

Yellow stitching features on the 


white leather seats, instrument 
panel, steering wheel and centre too, 
while the headliner is furnished with 
Alcantara. 

As for technology, Limited Edition 
buyers can expect a head-up display, 
10-way power adjustment for the 
front seats and a 13-speaker Mark 
Levinson audio system for no extra 
cost. 

Completing the package is a set of 
21-inch alloy wheels, with the Lexus 
LC Limited Edition available with two 
powertrains. 

The first is a 3.5-litre V6 hybrid 
powertrain with 472bhp and 648Nm 


of torque, making the coupe capable 
of 0-60mph in 4.5 seconds before 
hitting a 155mph top speed.

70 - but racketball ace 
lan plans to carry on 


IAN GARVEY continues to prove that age 
is no barrier to sporting success. 

The 70-year-old racketball ace has just add¬ 
ed another national title to his sizeable list of 
achievements - nearly 50 years after being ad¬ 
vised not to play sport. 

A serious knee injury curtailed Garvey’s footballing 
days when he was in his mid-20s and, according to a 
doctor, should have meant an end to any strenuous 
physical activity. 

But Garvey, from Stourbridge, had other ideas and 
decided to take to the squash courts for his sporting 
fix. A series of operations over the years on his knees, 
hip and shoulder, have failed to slow the Norton res¬ 
ident down with racketball taking over from squash 
as his number one sport. 

And the sprightly septuagenarian shows no signs 
of calling it a day on the courts just yet, having been 
crowned champion in the over-70s category at the Na¬ 
tional Squash 57, the new term for racketball, Cham¬ 
pionships at the Edgbaston Priory Club. 

Prepare 

The victory was all the more remarkable as Garvey 
had not participated in the nationals since 2008, and 
underwent major hip surgery in 2009 and a full shoul¬ 
der reconstruction in 2012. 

And Garvey, who has now won 19 national racket- 
ball titles, believes this is his greatest victory to date. 

“I think this is my best achievement yet, having 
not figured in the nationals for a long time,” he said. 

“I had said I was going to call it a day because I 
have had operations on my hip and shoulder, and 
my knees are feeling the strain a bit. But I’m going 
to carry on playing. My wife, Carol, is a bit worried 
about me playing at my age but I still enjoy it and it 
keeps me fit and active.” 

Garvey enjoyed 3-0 victories over John Shingler 
(Priory) and John Hopkins (Solihull) in the quarter 
and semi-finals respectively to earn a shootout for sil¬ 
verware with the number one seed, Leicester’s Hans 
Bilson. The final was a very tight 50-minute encoun¬ 
ter with Garvey battling through to win 3-1 (9-11, 
12-10, 11-8, 11-5). 

“I won the over-70s competition at my club, Stour¬ 
bridge Lawn Tennis & Squash Club, earlier in the

year and I think that helped prepare me for the na¬ 
tionals,” added Garvey. 

He has been a member at the Stourbridge club for 
more than 40 years and played county squash before 
turning to racketball in the late eighties. 

He plays a couple times a week in the afternoon 
leagues which are open age affairs and see him pitted 
against younger opponents. 

“I played squash until I was about 35 and have 
been playing racketball since then,” said the semi-re¬ 
tired asset finance broker. 

“I play in the afternoon league at the club each 
week. I have managed to win that for the last four 
years so I am there to be shot at now, I suppose! 

“It’s open age so I can be up against players who 
are a bit younger than me. But that doesn’t bother 
me, I don’t think about the age, and the experience 
I have helps.” 

The latest trophy will take pride of place in a huge 
collection. Since taking up the sport he has also 
claimed national glory twice in the over-40s category, 
four times at over-45, once at over-50, and a double 
success at over-55. 

In addition to his single successes, he has also 
bagged one men’s open doubles title and four over- 
458 doubles wins. And he has been a national final¬ 
ist on another eight occasions in various singles and 
doubles events. 


“I have won a few titles and I suppose it’s not too 
bad considering I was advised not play sport again in 
my mid-20s,” he said. 

“I smashed my knee up playing football, I damaged 
my cruciate ligament, and I was told not to play sport. 
But I started to play squash in my late 20s. I have had 
a few operations on my knees but they have held up 
over the years. 

“I played in the Birmingham League when I lived 
in Halesowen and then joined Stourbridge when we 
moved to Norton in the late 70s.” 

Not surprisingly, Garvey was also a hit on the 
squash court where he helped Stourbridge win 11 
Worcestershire League titles and five cups while he 
went through one season with a perfect record of 16 
wins from 16 games. 

He then turned his attentions to racketball and cap¬ 
tained the club to nine West Midlands League Divi¬ 
sion One successes between 1993 and 2002, doubling 
five of those wins up with the cup for good measure. 
Amazingly he lost just one game in those 10 seasons. 

And with Garvey showing no sign of easing up, he is 
delighted to see a boom in the sport he loves. 

Leagues 

“There are quite a lot of people playing the sport 
now,” he said. “The racket and ball are bigger than 
those you use in squash and it’s probably a bit easier 
to play. 

“At our club, we have winter and summer leagues 
and there are about 15 divisions in each, so the sport 
is becoming really popular.” 

Sport is very much a part of the Garvey family 
make-up. 

“My dad, Geoff, played alongside the great Wolves 
player and manager Stan Cullis in various war-time 
matches in the 40s,” said Garvey. 

“I have got programmes from games he played at 
Craven Cottage and Stamford Bridge and he played 
with numerous professionals. 

“My son Mark was a goalkeeper and he played for 
Stourbridge and Halesowen. And my grandson Ryan 
is also a goalkeeper and is just starting out with Cook- 
ley. 

“Sport runs in the family and hopefully I will car¬ 
rying playing for a few more years yet.”
